Rare citizen

If the Morden Kinsmen Club as still giving Citizen 
of the Year awards one thousand years from now it is a 
safe bet that it will not be to a more deserving person 
than Mrs. Frank Saunders to whom the plaque was pre- 
sented by Dr. Chas. Walkof, a past governor, at a dinner 
meeting in the Canadian Legion auditorium. 

On this, the 14th occasion of this annual award it 
marks the second time that a lady has been selected for 
this honor. 


And as this petite little lady was sitting shaking her 
head as the praises were showered upon her by Dr. 
Walkof, one could not help wondering just how it is hu- 
manly possible to correctly assess and give proper recog- 
nition to the like of Mrs. Saunders. 

To be singled out and honored doubtless comes as 
an embarrassment to this little lady. A visit to her retard- 
ed class shows where her reward lies—it is in the love 
that comes pouring back to her from those five children 
to whom nature has denied most of her benefices except 
a deep capacity to give and accept love. 

It is in that classroom that Mrs. Saunders is hap- 
piest, where she is giving. Just in much the same way 
that Mme. Curie was the happiest when working in her 
laboratory on that painstaking search for radium, so 
Mrs. Saunders, day by day throughout the year keeps 
up that unremitting effort to reach and teach those young 
folk of her class. Truly, it is an aura of happiness that 
pervades this room. It is, in effect, a little world apart. 
These young people are happiest here, and we believe, 
so is Mrs. Saunders. Somehow these children know what 
their teacher is trying to do and they do try so awfully 
hard to do what she wants. And for her part, this unique 
teacher knows how terribly hard they are doing her 
behest. 

Yes, we do believe that within the four walls of 
that classroom is where this lady knows the most happi- 
ness, because, there can be no greater task, no more 
challenging an undertaking. That is why Dr. Schweitzer 
operates in the African jungle, why a young woman will 
embark on social welfare work or go up within the Arc- 
tic Circle on missionary work. 

But it is nice, just the same, to reward these people.

Other safety 
hazards need 
wider publicity 


“The wide publicity given the 
hazards of plastic bags and sheets 
to young children following the 
initial warning in this country by 
the Saskatchewan Department of 
Public Health, makes us hope for 
similar support for the prevent’on 
of more cOmmon hazards,” 
Christian Smith, director of health 
education, said here recently 

“Reported deaths of some 23 
children in Canada and the United 
States due to suffocation in plas- 
tic bags and sheets is actually a 
small matter compared to the 
thousands who are poisored, 
burned, and crushed to death by 
other means,” he said. “However, 
even the prevention of one un- 
necessary accident makes ali the 


publicity worth while.” 


“We have no record of any 


death in Saskatchewan from suf- 
focation by plastic material, but 
last year we did lose seven chil- 
}aren by accidental poisoning and 
some 700 young pvisoning victims 
had to be treated in hospitals,” 


he stated 

“To ask dry cleaners not -o de- 
liver clothing in plastic bags does 
not seem warranted, One might 
as logically ask people not to buy 
}power mowers because some 
people have been mutilated by 
them, or not to use aspirin because 
some children have been poisoned,” 


“Plastic bags are an improve- 
ment over the old paper bags. 
Housewives like them and should 


be able to use them safely. 

“Parent awareness of this and 
other hazards is the first step in 
protecting children, Surely, the 
aware parent can refuse a child 
plastic materials to play with and 
give reasons which children will 
| understand and accept,” Mr, 
i Smith concluded
